“I regret to acknowledge my ins- 
bility to extend the Rock Island Rall- 
way to the Pacific Coast this week.” 
said President B. L. Winchell of tha:

President Winchell had just ar- 
rived in the city a few hours before 
on a special train over the Southern 
Pacific. accompanied by his wife and 
son, and after a good dinner was 
spending a busy hour in greeting old- 
time friends. 

“Our chief concern just at present is 
in perfecting and improving our pres- 
ent lines, in order to give the public 
the best possible service. In fact, that 
is the general trend of railroad devei- 
opment throughout the United States 
st the present moment.

Says He Came Here After Discuss- 
ing the Scrap With District Attor- 
ney—Neil Declares He Talked Fight 
Over With WNeil—Fuss Kicked up

Morris Levy of San Francisco, who 
is here to pull off the fight between 
Joe Gans and Twin Mike Sullivan, 
does not appear to de very much wor- 
ried about the Tenny-Nei] fatality in 
San Francieco, but it is possible that 
the new developments may interfere 
with his proposed scrap in this city.

The policy of The Times is always 
to discourage the general public from 
being caught in the maelstrom of the 
speculative stock markets.

The prices were at such 
an abnormal level that in spite of the 
fact that the railroads were earning 
and distributing large dividends and 
the industrial enterprises of the coun- 
try were exceedingly prosperous, yet 
this high level of prices would nat- 
urally suggest to stockholders who had 
come into the possession of them at 
perhaps half what they could be sold 
for today, to let go. 

We have been told from time to time 
by those on the inside that the public 
was not a party to the market specula- 
tion at this time. Of course, until the 
public did become a party to the 
market, the unloading process was an 
impossible one. The insiders would 
find it difficult to unload one upon 
another. There seems to be some 
reason to doubt this general abstinence 
of the public in the recent almost 
general decline in speculative stocks.

President Roosevelt never strikes 
a blow that it does not hit the nail 
straight: on the head. The nail is one 
that needs diving, and the blow is 
vigorous. This characteristic of the 
energetic Chief Executive of the nation 
is well illustrated in his latest move- 
ment. His message to Congress, call- 
ing attention to the necessity of coast 
defenses, is in the very nick of time. 
That is, the work that should have 


minute longer 
necessary to begin operations. 

We all long for the reign of the 
Prince of Peace, forthe millennium of 
which poets as well as prophets dream, 
when the war drums beat no longer 
and the battle flags are furled. But 
longing for this era and having it 
dawn upon the earth are very differ- 
ent things. One would suppose that 
the disastrous war between England 
and the Dutch colonies in South 
Africa, followed immediately by the 
terrible struggle between Russia and 
Japan, would be enough to sober the 
minds of men and cause immediate 
steps to be taken to prevent further 
wars. But in spite of these two recent 
lessons, at the very moment France 
and Germany are bristling with armed 
forces watching each other across the 
Rhine. If war is averted between 
these two powerful, neighboring na- 
tions, it will be by the exercise of 
more restraint on the part of one or 


such tension. 

The United States is less likely to 
be confronted by a foreign war than 
perhaps any other nation upon earth. 
Yet the last five years have brought 
this nation into such close touch with 
world movements in politics and com- 
merce that we are far from being re- 
moved from all danger of a struggle 
with some foreign power. Many think 
that the designs of Germany in the 
way of colonization in South America 
may at any time lead us into a strug- 
gle with that empire. For ourselves, 
we do not believe that this is the most 
possible warlike event witn which the 
country may be confronted. To us it 
seems that the pretensions of Japan 
in the Far East are more likely to 
lead to trouble with the United States 
than any other influence. 

The control of the sea is the most 
important factor in the event of a pos- 
sible war. This was shown in the 
struggle between Japan and Russia. 
Modern fleets must have bases of sup- 
plies for fuel, provisioning, water and 
ammunition. The United States has 
very fortunately and very wisely se- 
cured naval bases in the Pacific. The

Great Britain imports every year for 
food purposes close on 10,000,000 cattle, 
sheep, and hogs, alive or dead. John 
Bull’s enormous annual meat din is 
no less than $134,500,000. London alone 
requires 2000 beasts daily. The United 
States and Canada send over nearly all 
the live cattle, which must be landed 
either at Liverpool or Deptford on the 
Thames, and slaughtered within a few 
days after arrival. This branch of the 
trade is divided in the proportion, ap- 
proximately, of 75 per cent. to the 
United States and 25 per cent. to Can- 
ada. We also send 8 per cent. of the 
live sheep imported into England. In
